The Applicant argued that Hanna does not teach a liquid crystal compound having both carrier-transport function and phosphorescent 
function. The Examiner disagrees because Hanna discloses some, not all, liquid crystal compounds having both carrier-transport function 
and phosphorescent function in and of itself so that they can provide luminescence when mixed with a fluorescent material. Without 
phosphorescent function, other liquid crystal compounds can't provide luminescence when mixed with a fluorescent material . 
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
